Mr. Donegal) said he wa» 
willing to leave the expenditure of 
the bond money to the judgment of 
the city commissioners, Irrling aure 
that the Imereti# *»i every taxpayer 
in St Cloud would be safeguarded, 
lie believed the proposed bond iaaua 
would increase the value ol every 
piece ot properly within or ue.it St. 
Cloud. “In fact, every piece of go<*d 
road constructed within live milca of 
the city benefit* the efty/ continued 
Mr. Donegan. "No town in thia *cc- 
tton will get aa much good udvcrtt* 
mg aa will come from »uch a prog rtf* 
aive itep a* the one n* w considered.

and went into every detail oi the bond 
i*»uc. Mr. Froal atated that he wa*

end the r«»#t of the whole job. and 
then ualng the former valuation* of 
city property had figured pretty clo»c 
to what the coat to the taxpayer* 
would he on the whole l**ue.

arrat city of St. Cloud. 

Rev. Kenney, acting a* representa¬ 
tive of a great number of veteran*, 
naked «ewral questions a* to the cost 
of the plait.», the coal ol the service 
and the l-eneut* of improvements. 
Each qucBliou wa* given a thoroughly 
satisfactory answn by the commis- 
ftiMiier* and the engineer in charge, 
iiul at the close of hi* remarks Kcv. 
Kinney called tor a straw vot* on 
the question of carrying the bonds 
< If thr hundred* of voters present, 
practically tbv whole number stood up 
un favoring th% bond issue*. When 
the negative vole wa* called fur it 
was seen that only seven persons 
were still opposed to the bonds. If 
thi* tan be tak*n a* un expression 
of the opinion of the majority of vo¬ 
ter*. and a majority were pretent, the 
iltlfc bond laaui will carry nsxt 
Tucailay by a big majority. 

The editor of the Tribune wa* Ask¬ 
ed fur Nome remark* on the question 
and be called the veterans' attention to 
the fact that St. Cloud's eftort* to 
go ahead and make a modern city 
were like unto the plan* oi battle 
some great gtnernl would plan, per¬ 
haps tike tome nf the very battles 
these veteran# had been through. The 
fight had to start somewhere, and that 
while St. Cloud could not cover every 
strrrt within the corporate limit* in 
he construction of «rwrr* and water 
works, a beginning must be bad. The 
plans now called for wa* St. Cloud's 
beginning, with plan* that would in¬ 
sure •» successful battle for a beautiful 
city The editor also called attention 
to the tact that the younger generation 
ol today were enjoying the comfort* 
provided by those veterans who are 
nearing the goal, and that the younger 
generation would not object to being 
left pun of the burden of retiring the 
bonds, sine* thry would get thr grea - 
cr benefits in the public improve¬ 
ment*. 

Many enthusiastic remark* were 
made in favor of the bond issue by 
other person* all ever the hou*e. and 
altogether the mas* meeting proved 
one of th« most enthusiastic ever held 
In the city. 

One veteran stated "the drums nev¬ 
er called the people of St. Cloud to¬ 
gether In a better cause than when 
they caused to assemble this mass 
meeting on this day.’’ 

The manner in which the city com¬ 
missioner* handled the question of 
bonding for public improvements wa* 
commended by many speakers, it hr* 
lug termed "a big family meeting of 
neighbors.? and also "a stockhold¬ 
er*’ meeting with the directors.? 

The meeting adjourned amid cheers 
for a greater St Cloud.

These fabrics loac absorbed moisture 
ptickiy by evaporation; that i* they 
try •iiiickly. Wool and silk absorb 
moisture less quickly and they give it 
off. or dry more sh'Urly 

Tht conclusion follows that cotton 
ami linen are best adapted to summer 
wear in southern dimes, and that as 
few layer* of these materia!- as are 
I necessary, shuld be worn, to secure 
the greatest degree of comfort thru 
evaporation of surface moisture of 
the skin .
